Two Golds for Golden Girls 
Mattapoisett Lions Club Triathlon 
By Mick Colageo 

The first thing Viera Proulx did when she saw her 
friend Terry Myers Coney in the finish area of Sunday’s 
Mattapoisett Lions Club Sprint Triathlon was apologize. 

“I’m sorry I beat you,” said Proulx after the two cross- 
country skiing pals were informed that there was no 70-74 age 
category. 

Proulx, 76, won the 70-79 age category for women in 
her first-ever triathlon with an 11:08 quarter-mile swim, 48:08 
bike (10 miles) and 48:36 run (3.1 miles) for an overall time of 
1:54:47. Myers Coney, 70, came in at 1:59:08 (11:23, 48:56, 52:59.) 

“It’s my fault that she’s here. I wouldn’t have let her 
come if I knew it wasn’t going to be every five years,” joked 
Myers Coney. “As soon as I ran with her, I knew she was going 
to beat me because she runs faster than me.” 

Recognizing the injustice, race officials made sure that 
Myers Coney also received a first-place medal in the color gold. 

“I’ve run this race five times, and I’ve always been last 
and I've always gotten a medal. This year there was a couple of 
people behind me,” said Myers Coney, who for once enjoyed not 
hearing the truck that pulls up the rear of the final runner. 

The first-place medal notwithstanding, Myers Coney 
was celebrating a different kind of victory. 

“T couldn’t walk from here to there,” she said, 
having missed the 2022 Lions Club Triathlon while enduring 
chemotherapy. She called the cancer “borderline” and credited 
a new medication for eradicating it from her body. “It was 
aggressive, I’m clean now.” 

Myers Coney also recruited first-timer Jessica Smith, 
whose 1:14:07 made her the third-place finisher in the 50-54 
women’s age category. 

Julie Gallagher finished first among all women and 
fourth overall, the 40-year-old’s winning time of 57:31 being 
1:04 faster than 26-year-old Emily Cluck’s 58:35 total. Rebecca 
Padera, 55, was only 25 seconds behind Cluck at 59 minutes flat. 

Gallagher’s biking time of 27:36 (21.7 mph) led all 
women. Her 21:34 run (6:57 mile pace) was third, and her 6:16 
swim was 35 seconds outside the women’s top five, 48 seconds

behind Cluck’s second-best 5:28, which was only four seconds 
behind Padera’s event-best 5:24. Cluck won the women’s run at 
20:57. 

Proulx marveled over 12-year-old Eshe Stockton of 
Portsmouth, Rhode Island, who dominated the women’s 19-and- 
under age category with a 1:10:57 performance. 

Tomasso Manetti of Somerville was the first overall 
finisher, completing the three-part course in 53:57, 39 seconds 
ahead of Kyle Thetonia (54:36.) Marvin Wang was third overall 
in 57:29. 

Manetti’s 4:42 swim and 18:34 run were the day’s best 
in those events, and his 28:47 bike was 3:05 behind Thetonia’s 
event-best 25:42. Manetti managed his superlatives despite 
losing time after incorrectly staying straight at an unmarked 
turn before Mile 2 of the bike course, leaving the main road 
where it turned. “It puts you back on the main road, it’s a little 
longer,” he said. 

Manetti and Mike Napolitano (57:38 - sixth overall via 
the timed-start system) were the first two to cross the finish line. 
Napolitano, whose 57:38 (4:45, 28:13, 21:38) led men ages 30-34, 
managed the second-fastest swim with a labrum tear that will 
need surgery after competing in one more triathlon this month.

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The estimated recovery time is six months. 

Both Manetti and Napolitano were thrilled to wake up to 
Sunday’s September-like air. 

“Couldn't have been better weather. I had the heat on 
in my car this morning,” said Manetti. “For me personally, this 
distance, you're kind of going all out the whole way. ... It’s really 
hard to, like, not go too hard.” 

“You have one long candle to burn, right? So the trick 
is to not expend all of that energy in the first five minutes in 
the swim,” said Napolitano, who beat his 2022 overall time by 
approximately 13 minutes. “I kept telling myself in the first third 
of the swim, ‘just go as slow as you possibly can,’ which translates 
to your body going faster than it should anyway.” 

Mary Cass, a longtime Mattapoisett resident now living 
in Westport, injured a toe before the triathlon but led women 
ages 60-64 at 1:04:29 overall. Her 21:08 run was the second fastest 
among women, only 11 seconds off Cluck’s event-winning pace. 

“Tused this theory: Suck it up, buttercup,” said Cass, 
whose biggest mishap on Sunday was wearing her wetsuit to 
the bike start. A quick costume change later, and she was back 
in business. “T like this race. I did it in ‘98, ‘97, pregnant in ‘99, I 
loved it then and still do.” 

Cass, 62, will compete this weekend in a national 
triathlon in Milwaukee. A 32-year member of the New Bedford 
Track Club, Cass has recently added the Rhode Islander 
Roadrunners and the Liberty club to her schedule. Spreading her 
competitive wings has her in upcoming USA Track and Field- 
sanctioned events in New Jersey and Florida. She has already 
competed this year in San Francisco, Atlanta and New York. 

“We're all over the place, it’s a lot of fun,” she said.

Marion FD Honors Memory of Joan Wing 

Marion Fire Chief Brian Jackvony and Marion Fire / 
EMS issued the following tribute to the life and service of 
Marion Emergency Medical Services founder and town 
volunteer Joan Wing following her passing on July 13 at age 93. 

Wing was active in the Marion community, serving as 
an EMT for the town for 37 years. She was one of the original 
founders of Marion EMS, a group of police officers, firefighters 
and civilians that began operating the town ambulance in 1977. 
Marion EMS merged with Ly 
the Fire Department to 
become Marion Fire / EMS 
in 2011. 


Wing was also a 
founding member of the 
Marion EMT Association, 
a 501(c)(3) nonprofit, 
in 1980. The charity 
was established to help 
improve the pre-hospital 
care of Marion residents using funds that may not be available 
through the town budget. 

In 1998, Wing proposed supplying the town’s 
ambulances and police cruisers with automated external 
defibrillators (AED’s). Within 18 months of having the devices, 
they saved three lives. 

In addition to AED’s, the Marion EMT Association 
has purchased dozens of pieces of equipment to assist Marion 
ambulance crews in their on-scene treatment of patients.

Godfrey Brothers Tell their Story

Years ago, people who suffered traumatic events were 
encouraged to bury it from their memories. 

According to J.W. “Terry” Freiberg, a psychiatric doctor, 
as well as plane crash survivors Mark Godfrey, 61, and Andy 
Godfrey, 58, modern psychology says burying these memories 
only contributes to post-traumatic stress disorder. 

“It’s like a volcano wanting to come out,” Mark 
Godfrey says of it. 

So the Godfrey brothers, after avoiding memories 
of a tragic plane crash on March 1, 1974, helped turn the 
event into the 
award-winning 
documentary, 
“Three Days Two 
Nights.” 

The 
Godfrey family 
has had a summer 
home in Marion 
for more than 100 
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years. On July 27, the two brothers brought the film to Tabor 
Academy’s Lyndon South Auditorium, where a capacity crowd 
watched it and gave it a standing ovation. Before and after the 
film, the Godfrey brothers and Freiberg discussed the film, 
written and produced by family friend John Breen. 

Their story goes back to a Godfrey family with five kids 
on their way from Houston, Texas, to Aspen, Colorado, for an 
annual ski vacation. The youngest child, Paula, only one at the 
time, stayed with her grandparents. 

The pilot of the private plane decided against a fuel 
run to avoid a blizzard. The plane crashed along Williams Peak, 
killing the pilot, as well as William and Dineen Godfrey, and 
their two oldest children, William Jr. and Ellen. 

Mark, then 11, and Andy, 8, survived after three days 
and two nights stranded in the mountain cold. Mark later lost 
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both his legs after seats from the plane crushed them. 

Andy awoke to the sounds of what he thought was 
a wild animal. He later learned it was the death groan of his 
mother. 

His mother, Dineen, was still able to communicate some 
survival tips. Andy stayed close to Mark to keep him warm, 
rummaged through the plane for scraps of food and even drank 
alcohol to stay hydrated. 

The two were saved by a rescue crew — three days and 
two nights later. After that, they were adopted by their aunt and 
uncle, Marianne and John Schuhmacher. The brothers and their 
younger sister Paula blended in with the Schuhmachers, who 
loved the children and tried to give them a good childhood after 
the tragedy. 

But the brothers for decades never talked about the 
event. Classmates and family members were also warned never 
to bring it up. Paula, who never got to know her biological 
parents and oldest siblings, also was told not talk about it. 

The film does the opposite. In it, the brothers talk to each 
other about the accident for the first time in decades. They even 
visited the site of the crash with their sister Paula. 

At one point in the film, they even visit Danny Schaefer, 
then nine-years old and skiing with his family. Schaefer, now a 
pilot and a lifelong plane enthusiast, saw the plane on a ski lift 
and then saw smoke in the distance. He warned his dad of his 
theory that the plane crashed. No one believed the boy at first. 

In a tearful exchange, the Godfrey brothers in the film 
visit Schaefer, show pictures of their children and thank Schaefer, 
saying these kids would not be alive if it weren’t for him. 

In the film, Mark Godfrey chronicles the self-pity he felt 
because he could not ski and play sports again — after playing 
football and developing into a good athlete before the accident. 

That self-pity later translated into determination. Mark 
Godfrey's uncle was U.S. Senator Lowell Weicker, who would 
introduce the American with Disabilities Act (ADA) in 1988. That 
would pave the way for Godfrey to compete as a skier once again. 
He won a championship for the U.S. Disabled Ski Team. 

In sum, the brothers throughout the film confront every 
aspect of the tragedy, including how their parents and older 
siblings were loving and joyful people. 

Confronting all aspects of this tragedy represents a 
“paradigm shift” in modern psychology, according to Freiberg at 
the Tabor-hosted event. 

“Tt’s not just the story of their lives but a strategy for 
dealing with trauma,” Freiberg said, adding that it is important 
to get in “touch with what has been packed away and hidden 
beneath the surface.” 

In fact, the Godfrey brothers on some level had already 
begun to confront this tragedy. Mark Godfrey secretly held on to 
artifacts from the event. 

“We were using therapeutic techniques without even 
knowing it,” Andy Godfrey said. 

In 2012, Andy Godfrey wrote an article for The Aspen 
Times about his memories of the event. That article led to both 
brothers talking to each other about the event, from what they 
remember after the plane crashed to their hospital stay. 

“My family was taken away ina split second,” Andy 
Godfrey said. 

After Thursday’s movie screening at Tabor, the Godfrey 
brothers and Freiberg answered questions ranging from how they 
managed to live normal lives with loving spouses to what their 
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older siblings were like. 

Being adopted by loving family members in Colorado 
helped the brothers get through it. 

Freiberg credited the Godfreys for being part of the 
paradigm shift in modern psychology as one reason behind 
their success. 

“Trauma is trauma. You have to deal with it or it will 
manifest itself in its own bad behaviors,” Mark Godfrey said. 

The movie is currently streaming on Tubi and other 
platforms. 


Libraries Bring Natural World Inside 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library — Elizabeth Taber Library

How do we, the grown-up humans on this planet, go 


about gently but pointedly explaining to little children that some 
animals are endangered, misunderstood and/or considered 
yucky when really their place in the ecosystem is critical to all 
life? Well, you can start by finding those educators and species 
experts who have identified our children as critical thinkers 
deserving of knowledge, even if we think it’s a bit yucky. 

Enter two such grownups - don’t let them know I 
called them that - whose nature presentations last week were 
filled with information shared with children eager to learn 
about, as well as touch, snakes, reptiles and bugs. 

On July 27, Joy Marzolf, researcher, environmental 
conservationist and wildlife photographer, delighted kids at the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library while educating them about 
endangered reptiles. 

After creating what she called a “touching, petting, 
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volunteering zone” on the floor in front of her table of live 
exhibits, she began by telling the little learners that changes on 
the planet make it hard for some animals to make a home. She 
said that the children could help the animals by letting their 
grownups know, “I don’t need balloons,” one of the prime 
culprits in turtle demise. 

Marzolf’s joyful demeaner put the squirmy children 
at ease, achieving an atmosphere of respect, listening and 
cooperation, as she gave them the opportunity to pet a very 
long, black rat snake, hold lizards, and hear the importance of 
leaving wild animals in the natural environment. For the benefit 
of the adults, Marzolf said that the animals she uses have all 
been bred and kept in captivity versus removing the animals 
from the wild. 

The star of the show was the appearance of a young 
crocodile. Marzolf talked about habitat depletion, especially in 
Belize, where she studies the reptile with a team of conservation- 
minded researchers. The children took turns gently stroking the 
armor-like croc’s back as it lay cradled in Marzolf’s arms. 

An animal living in our area, the Eastern Box Turtle, 
was also present. Marzolf said that if one is found, you can move 
it out of harm’s way but in the same direction it was headed. 
When asked about aiding a misguided snapping turtle, she 
suggested, “use a snow shovel, pick it up and move it to safety 
in the same direction it was headed.” 

The two, 30-minute presentations offered that day gave 
children and their minders, a greater appreciation of variety of 
animals living in harmony nearby and the dangers these animals 
face in a world filled with plastic. 

Marzolf’s credentials include a 14-year stint at the Mass 
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Audubon’s Broadmoor Wildlife Sanctuary as a naturalist and 
educator and more recently, a naturalist trip leader for Oceanic 
Society. 

On July 29, it was the Elizabeth Taber Library’s turn to 
teach and entertain tiny tikes about bugs with Bryan Man aka 
“Professor Bugman” and his entomology adventures. 

With exciting and interesting sound bites on their 
physical characteristics, Man has developed programs that grant 
children the opportunity to learn that insects have a place in the 
natural world. 

Man’s background includes a number of years 
teaching, his first calling. But as time wore on, Man saw that he 
could not only teach but bring the world of insects to children 
through hands-on demonstrations outside the classroom. 

The children learned the anatomy of arachnids, that 
many insects have exoskeletons, numerous brains that operate 
groups of legs (think centipedes), fake antennae that are really 
legs and the infamous stink bugs that spray yucky smelling 
excretions as a form of defense. Oh, and let’s not forget the bugs 
that also poop as a form of defense. Professor Bugman had the 
children screaming with laughter as he faked licking his hands. 

The professor also created a zone in front of his exhibit 
table where the kiddos were asked to use indoor voices and 
handle the insects he shared with care. Surprisingly, the children 
did not find the insects off-putting as some of the grownups 
did. They were at ease, as the professor was, with all manner of 
creeping crawlies without fear and with acceptance that these 
animals belong in the world and are deserving of our protection. 

On Saturday, August 5, at 11:00 am, the professor will 
return to the Elizabeth Taber Library with his program titled 
Hide-a-Bug. The program includes showing children how to 
design and create shelters for insects. The bugs will judge the 
tiny residences! Contact the library to register at 508-748-1252.

Committee Needs Mission Statement 
Marion Select Board

The recent movement of the Marion Codification 
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Committee from the purview of the Planning Board to that of 
the Select Board has reopened the question as to the mission of 
the subcommittee first approved at a 1955 Town Meeting. 

During a special meeting of the Select Board on July 26, 
Town Administrator Geoff Gorman presented the Select Board 
a rough draft of the Codification Committee appointments and 
responsibilities per the intentions of the original vote. 

As Gorman explained, the Codification Committee is 
comprised of five members, at least one of which is a woman. 
The committee will include a Select Board representative as one 
of the five. It will also have two “ex-officio” members, Building 
Commissioner Bob Grillo and Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee, 
who will lend their expertise but not vote. The voting quorum 
will be three members. 

“Those things are in here, but everything else we can 
kind of tweak,” said Gorman. 

“I’m quite honestly not a big fan of the Codification 
Committee. I think they went well above their set goals and 
tried to maybe change some bylaws, unknowingly, that probably 
should have gone before the voters,” said Select Board member 
Randy Parker, questioning the nuts and bolts of process. 

“That’s what this whole document is for. It is the 
Select Board’s committee,” responded Gorman, explaining that 
should the Select Board decide at any point to do away with 
the Codification Committee, the process would be to put it on 
an article and bring it to Town Meeting. “One of the reasons 
why I was getting it into this special meeting and talking about 
it was to ensure that they were in place as we ramp up to the 
October Town Meeting in case something is presenting from the 
Planning Board or anyone else.” 

Select Board member Norm Hills, who has been 
serving as the chairman of the Codification Committee in its 
recent iteration as a subcommittee to the Planning Board, said 
the bylaws go through Town Counsel. 

Gorman said Planning Board Chairman Tucker Burr 
was aware of Gorman’s recommendations ahead of the Select 
Board meeting. He also noted (and Grillo confirmed) that the 
Planning Board agreed not to appoint its own subcommittee 
in the wake of the Codification Committee’s departure from 
Planning Board supervision. 

“For example, the (recent) short-term rental 
(discussion), I would like to see more detail from the Planning 
Board about what they’re looking for Codification to do, and 
maybe ... even to go as far as say Id like to see just the structure 
of a bylaw, what you might be looking at, or bring us some 
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bylaws from other towns. Go back to them, have them take a 
look at it,” suggested Grillo. “As Norm (Hills) will tell you, 
these things are a lot of work. 

“Although it sounds like the Codification Committee 
could make a recommendation for a bylaw, if the Planning 
Board says, ‘no, we don’t support it,’ it can still go to Town 
Meeting. But we really don’t want to bring things to Town 
Meeting that the Planning Board hasn't agreed to, even though 
we can. ... I saw it happen in the past that we spent a lot of time 
on stuff that just got buried after we went through it. We don’t 


want to spin our wheels, we want to make sure that everybody’s 


on the same page.” 
In acknowledging Hills’ and the Codification 
Committee’s efforts, Parker admitted it felt awkward to make 


critical comments about particular results of its members’ work. 
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“Maybe it’s time to look back at this 1955 vote and 


clean this thing up first, right? Fix the wording to it fits the 
Codification Committee and get that readopted,” suggested 
Parker. “In other words, ‘recommend changes in the town 
bylaws’ is what it says; it doesn’t say who they’re going to be 
brought to, who’s going to make the recommended changes or 
whether the recommended changes are going to be brought from 
another board to this internal Codification Committee to send 

to Town Counsel, reword, clean up, bring back the committee. 
That's not such a bad idea because it takes a lot of pressure off 
the committee to keep moving the town forward ...” 


Gorman cautioned Parker against making a Town 


Meeting vote too detailed because any minor change would 
have to be brought back before voters. 


Parker reiterated his opinion that the Codification 
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better direction.” 

Gorman suggested one-year terms across the board 
(instead of three), giving the Select Board time to finalize the 
committee’s powers, mission and responsibility, but Parker and 
Burr were altogether hesitant to vote to empower a committee 
without a finalized mission statement. 

Having poured hundreds of hours into the last several 
years of Codification Committee work, Hills remains the point 
person for establishing the committee’s revised charter, but 
Gorman took the blame for the delay and told the board he 
would work with Hills on creating a draft mission statement for 
the members’ review. 

The Select Board discussed the timeline for Water and 
Sewer Regulations updates. 

Select Board Chairman Toby Burr said updating the 
entire document would require six months and the costly hire of 
an engineer. He said one of his goals is to encourage commercial 
development in the Lockheed Martin area. 

“I think some of the fees that are outlined here 
discourage commercial development, and so I'd like to change 
these sooner rather than later, as well as some of the fees 
regarding condos and ... to me, it’s something I’d like to see it 
done and approved in our meeting in August,” said Burr, who 
does not think updating all the sewer regulations is doable in the 
short term. 

Burr cited Page 75, Article 12, Sections 2 and 3, on 
recommended fees as problematic. Parker said the fees give the 
Select Board leverage. Hills said it gives the board something to 
bargain with. 
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Edward Johnson was voted approval for full-time 
patrol-officer appointment for a one-year probationary period 
per Chief of Police Richard Nighelli’s recommendation. Johnson 
graduated from the MPTC academy in March and works as 
a dispatcher in Wareham and has served Marion as a special 
officer since 2005. 

In introducing Johnson to the board, Nighelli 
referenced a citation that Johnson received from the governor 
for his work with a child who called 911 when his mother was 
dealing with a medical emergency. 

“Over the years, he’s been a member of this 
department, he’s done a great job. You're looking at one of 
the better dispatchers in the state,” said Nighelli, noting that 
Wareham’s police chief said, when things are at their worst, 
Johnson is at his best. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board was not 
announced upon adjournment. 


Year-End Transfers a Last-Minute Exercise 
Rochester Finance Committee

Rochester’s Finance Committee Monday approved over 
$134,000 in FY2023 transfers but not before one panel member 
questioned why the board can’t get more information on such 
motions sooner. 

“I’m a process kind of guy,” David Arancio said. “And 
I feel we've got to get a narrative that explains transactions 
like this better. We’re required to take votes on these matters. 

It would be helpful to get the information we need more in 
advance.” 

Finance Director Suzanne Szyndlar responded she 
receives the necessary numbers from departments for a fiscal 
year-end transfer only a few days before she must act on 
them. Departments have salary and expense needs that are 
unpredictable and change quickly. For instance, the fire chief 
doesn’t know his exact spending on EMT calls and salaries until 
the end of the fiscal year. 

Arancio said these are factors the Finance Committee 
could have been informed about in December. Szyndlar 
responded, “We can’t do this December. The Fire Department is 
on call. Its salary expense is unpredictable.” 

Arancio emphasized the need for better information for 
better decision-making to better answer the public’s questions 
about town budget actions. “We need information to be better 
prepared,” he insisted. “More information is critical.” 

FinCom Chairman Kris Stoltenberg said he agrees 
with Szyndlar’s explanation that she doesn’t get those kinds 
of numbers so quickly. She works only three days a week, he 
pointed out. “We don’t know the precise numbers so soon,” 
Stoltenberg said. “There’s a practical aspect to this process.” 

Transfers such as these, Szyndlar noted, represent less 
than 1% of the town’s estimated $24,000,000 budget. 

The committee floated the idea that any overspending 
over $1,000 be notice that the department should include a 
narrative explanation or bullet sheet. Stoltenberg rebuffed 
this idea by asking, “When will Suzanne know the number in 
question?” 

The board made no further progress on this issue 
by the time it approved transferring $134,647.35 from Legal 
Services Salaries and Employee Group Insurance to: Legal 
Services expenses, part-time Registrar Salaries, Board of Appeals 
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expenses, Police expenses, Fire salaries and expenses, EMT 
expenses, Cemetery expenses, Tri-Town Veterans’ salaries and 
Debt Service (pay-down on Fire Truck and Short-Term Debt 
interest.) 

Szyndlar explained Legal Services salaries money 
had to be moved to Legal expenses because Town Counsel has 
changed from being an individual to being a firm, and there 
was an unexpected surplus in the Group Insurance account. The 
debt service for the new fire truck was due for a “premium pay- 
down” payment. 

The Finance Committee then transferred $41,644.74 
from the town’s Reserve Fund to Police Expense ($21,134.44) 
and town Gasoline ($20,530.30.) The purpose, according to 
the Request for Reserve Fund Transfer form, is police-vehicle 
maintenance and a gasoline-account deficit due to price 
increases. 

The board’s next Reserve Account decision, however, 
went in the other direction. The panel reversed its November 7, 
2022, vote to transfer $7,600 from that account for the Council 
on Aging director’s salary. Stoltenberg explained he wanted this 
reversal because a Reserve Fund transfer should not be used 
for funding that becomes an ongoing expense such as a salary 
rather than a one-time need. 

The Reserve Fund policy itself then closed out the 
committee’s meeting. The policy change would state that 
a Reserve Fund transfer shall not be used to fund a salary 
negotiated for an existing employee. The committee chose to not 
vote to support or recommend the change. 

Arancio advised caution because the method might 
come in handy to solve a future town budget problem. Szyndlar 
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agreed that using the option for the COA director’s salary did 
avoid a crisis at the time. Stoltenberg said the transfer policy is 
the Select Board’s, not the Finance Committee’s. “It’s not our 
policy,” he said. 

The Rochester Finance Committee did not set a next 
meeting, noting it will need to meet again only before a potential 
Fall Town Meeting that Town Administrator Glenn Cannon said 
might be scheduled for October or November. 


Abutting Lot Sparks Debate 
Marion Board of Health

The July 27 public meeting of the Marion Board 
of Health saw an involved discussion about denitrification 
technology in new septic installations but not in reference to the 
public hearing listed on the meeting agenda. 

A public hearing for a variance request at 25 West 
Avenue was continued to August 24 (4:15 pm) at the applicant’s 
request because abutters to the property in question had not 
been notified within the required 10-day window, but design 
engineer Rick Charon would later appear at the Police Station to 
address the board. 

Charon apologized for the continuance of the 25 West 
Avenue public hearing but asked if he could update the board 
on an abutting East Avenue property. 

Without a public hearing to open, Dr. Ed Hoffer, 
presiding over the meeting in the absence of Board of Health 
Chairman Dr. John Howard, allowed Charon to provide an 
update in which no variances are being sought. 

Charon told the board that Marion’s building inspector 
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told him that the East Avenue lot is valid as a building lot “if 
you can fit something in there.” However, he reported that 
regional septic expert George Huefelder sent back the initial 
design of a three-bedroom house as lacking demonstration that 
the required, full-size Title 5 system can fit within the lot. 

“I guess that’s something that tends to prevent you 
from just going into small lots and overdeveloping it by using 
that 50% area reduction for the secondary treatment,” said 
Charon. 

The solution is to scale back the design to a two- 
bedroom house, which meets the septic-system capacity needs. 
“Two-bedroom house at 165 gallons per day would be 330 
gallons based on a 10-minute perc that would take 550 square 
feet,” Charon explained. 

The required 20-foot setback only leaves room under 
the front side of the house for a 4-foot-wide crawl-space area 
that Charon said could be used to bring in utilities. The system 
in this design reduces what would have been a 10x55-foot 
leaching field to 8x36 feet. 

“Tt gives us at least one end of the house that doesn’t 
have to be up on piers. Everything else would be up on piers 
to meet the setbacks from the leaching field and from the septic 
tank,” said Charon. 

The inclusion of a denitrification unit perplexed 
board member Albie Johnson, who has stated his opposition 
to Marion’s recent septic bylaw requiring denitrification 
technology in any new septic installation. 

“So ... the new homeowner is going to become a sewer 
superintendent on his own, whether or not he likes it,” said 
Johnson. “Nobody’s come up and told me that there’s a problem 
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with nitrogen in the ground water in the Town of Marion. Matter 
of fact, they couldn’t find any. 

“And they're telling us we have to (require 
denitrification systems), but actually we don’t. We can remove 
that regulation from the Marion Sanitary Code just as easily as it 
was put in.” 

Charon deferred to the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection and its ongoing effort to identify 
nitrogen-sensitive areas on and off Cape Cod. Although DEP’s 
effort to enact a regulation requiring denitrification upgrades to 
existing septic systems has been met with substantial pushback, 
Charon is operating on the presumption that DEP will 
eventually see through its goal. 

Johnson called Cape Cod a “sand box” and said it “has 
a completely different type of water-table problem.” 
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“It doesn’t mean they’ re not testing Buzzards Bay,” said 
Charon. 

Johnson said that Marion took 500 septic systems 
offline when it extended the sewer system. Hoffer questioned 
that number. 

The exchange bordered on debate in an ironic 
juxtaposition of the two stakeholders, the municipal government 
official arguing against the applicant’s more-expensive septic 
design. 

In reiterating his intent on compliance with current 
regulations, Charon said, “Frankly, the more we work on these, 
the more we're saying, ‘this is what we’re going to be seeing up 
and down Buzzards Bay, we think, in a matter of years,’ because 
it’s seems like the DEP has set all of this thing into motion, and 
it’s just waiting on the designation of these nitrogen-sensitive 
areas. And, as soon as they have enough to show that, they’re 
going to pull the trigger on Buzzards Bay.” 

Johnson reiterated his contention that the state has been 
unable to produce the necessary data, calling Charon’s design “a 
beautiful example of the waste of the state.” 

Charon said the two-bedroom proposal is pending 
Heufelder’s approval. 

In a Tobacco Regulation update, the board reviewed a 
marked-up copy meant to make the document stronger. 

“Most of them seem perfectly reasonable to me,” said 
Hoffer. “One question I had ... is verifying the age of every 
purchaser of tobacco products as opposed to the old rule was 
any person under 27 ...” 

Johnson asked if there is any need to add more 
regulations. 

“We're pretty well protected as far as tobacco goes. I 
just question whether or not that we need any more regulations 
governing tobacco in town, let alone something of this length... 
I'd prefer to go with our Marion Sanitary Code, which is pretty 
extensive at this point,” he said. 

Marion Health Director Lori Desmarais explained that 
the town’s current regulations are somewhat out of date. She 
estimated that the town’s last update was made in 2020 and that 
since then, the state has updated its regulations. 

“We have to adopt those,” said Hoffer. “We can put 
in stricter rules if we want to, but we can’t override the state 
regulations. ... If you or I walked into the store and wanted 
a pack of cigarettes, being asked for an I.D. would seem 
superfluous. But if we have to, we have to.” 

Desmarais agreed to check if personal identification 
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must be required of all ages with no reasonable cutoff. With 
that answer presumably forthcoming, Hoffer said the update 
to Marion’s regulations will appear on the next Board of Health 
agenda for a public hearing. 

At present, Marion has six tobacco-sale licenses. Hoffer 
said, if somebody drops their license, it goes up for bid. He said 
the town has the option of letting the number drop to five. 

“My feeling about tobacco is, it’s legal poison, and 
I would just as soon, if somebody gives up their license, the 
permanent number drops by one,” said Hoffer. 

Pending a public hearing, the new regulations will 
state that Marion will continue with no more than six licenses; 
if someone gives up their permit, that permit will no longer be 
available. 

In her Health Agent update, Shallyn Rodriguez said 
there are still three violations that the town is seeking to correct 
at 28 Pitcher Street. Hoffer said input has been received from 
Town Counsel to a letter to the owner that will include a notice 
of fines. 

In her Public Health Director update, Desmarais said 
a tent will be set up at Cushing Community Center in time for 
a September 28 flu vaccine distribution. As of now, there are no 
plans for a COVID vaccine distribution. 

Desmarais reported nine cases of Lyme disease for the 
month of June and six more as of the July 27 meeting. The cases 
are spread about town and not clustered in any one location. 

Desmarais reported 14 positive mosquito samples for 
West Nile virus but no human or animal cases. 

Plymouth County Mosquito Control will present 
on tick prevention on Monday, August 7, at 1:00 pm at the 
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Rochester Senior Center on Dexter Lane. 

Regarding the recent Portuguese Man-O-War sighting 
at a private beach, there have been no subsequent sightings in 
Marion. Desmarais has learned that allergy to bee stings makes 
allergy to Portuguese Man-O-War stings more likely. She also 
noted advice that white vinegar should be used to treat a sting 
rather than fresh water. 

Marion is continuing with home health checks and 
extending its blood-pressure clinics. 

The Select Board signed off on the Public Health 
Excellence Grant and was waiting on Mattapoisett and 
Rochester actions to participate in the Southcoast Public Health 
Collaborative. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Thursday, August 24, at 4:00 pm. 
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ZBA Allows Family Cab Business 
Rochester's Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning Board of Appeals on July 27 shot 
down Building Commissioner Paul Boucher’s Cease and Desist 
order against the operation of a transportation company at 15 
County Road. 

In response to an appeal of that order filed by 
homeowner Scot Machos, the ZBA overturned what Boucher 
said he issued after responding to a neighbor’s complaint 
and concluding that, under town bylaws, the resident’s 
transportation business was not an allowed use in a residential 
zone. 

Abutter Christine Murphy of 19 County Road said she 
and her husband lodged the complaint because of what they see 
daily. The driveway of 15 County points at their window, and 
Murphy said Machos and his family are constantly going in and 
out of their driveway and making noise while vacuuming and 
cleaning their vehicles. 

Machos said he utilizes three non-commercial, hybrid 
Toyotas for his transportation business. The drivers are all 
family members, and all the transportation work is done off site. 
Town Counsel Elizabeth Lydon said the bylaw allows home 
businesses, and tradespeople may park their work trucks at their 
homes. What to look for, Lydon said, is when employees, people 
who don’t live there, visit the address as part of the business. 

Zoning Board member Michelle Upton paved the way 
for the board’s decision by noting the resident does have a right 
to run this type of business from his home if the majority of the 
business is done off site. “I don’t see anything that goes against 
this bylaw,” Upton said. 

Board member Donald Spirlet said he agrees with 
Upton and wished Boucher had given further explanation of the 
reasons for his decision. Yet, Spirlet added, he might have made 
the same decision if he were the town’s building commissioner. 
“His job is to look at things in black and white,” Spirlet said. 
“For us, it’s more about the intent and the subtleties.” 

The final motion to overturn the building 
commissioner’s Cease and Desist order passed unanimously, 
5-0. 

In its next major business of the evening, the board 
responded cautiously to Town Planner Nancy Durfee’s proposal 
to establish a four-member, By-Law Review working group 
to help rewrite and refine the town’s sometimes-problematic 
zoning regulations. 
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On July 24, Durfee told the Rochester Select Board 
her vision is of a small group, rather than a formal committee, 
working to revise and correct problems within town zoning 
regulations. It would include a member of the Planning Board 
and the Zoning Board of Appeals, herself and the building 
commissioner. 

At the July 27 ZBA meeting, Chairman David Arancio 
noted fellow member Richard Cutler has already served as a 
bylaw review committee chair. He said he, too, is interested in 
revising to improve these regulations. But he questioned the 
size and scope of Durfee’s plan, which is to create an informal 
working group, not a formalized committee. He said the plan 
needs further discussion. 

Clearly frustrated by the board’s response, Durfee said 
she sees this as the best way for the two boards with different 
approaches toward zoning regulations, the Planning Board and 
the ZBA, to revise and refine the bylaws to prepare the town for 
its future development. 

“I’ve been here two years, and I had already envisioned 
bylaw changes that are needed,” she said. “A small group is the 
best way to work. I have 20 years’ experience. I’m here to help 
this town, not change the world. A 40R development is coming 
to town. You need to know what kind of development you 
want.” 

Durfee acknowledged that she has already enlisted the 
help of ZBA member Thomas Flynn for this effort and added 
that she would keep formal meeting minutes if that is what town 
officials prefer. 

The meeting adjourned without a specific plan of 
action. “We will be continuing discussion,” Arancio said. 

Before adjournment, the ZBA approved a new 
building permit denial sheet created by Boucher, the building 
commissioner and zoning officer. Arancio was appointed as ZBA 
chairman for another year’s term, and Thomas Flynn as vice- 
chairman. 

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals’ next meeting 
will be held on Thursday, August 10, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


Bike Path Will Need Maintenance 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

The award letter has gone out to the winning bidder 
for the clear-and-grub contract for the Point Road Bike Path, 
but interested parties had not been notified as of the July 27 
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special public meeting of the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission because the commission had yet to receive a signed 
contract. 

Meantime, MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell was 
voted approval to sign on behalf of the commission. He 
explained during the Zoom meeting that if for any reason, the 
contract is not signed, MOSAC would go to the next highest 
bidder on the list. 

MOSAC member Deb Ewing noted that the town 
drafted the contract and said she is in favor of Rockwell signing 
on behalf of the commissioners. 

Rockwell was also voted by MOSAC members to act as 
project manager for the clear-and-grub contract work. 

As an example of the project manager’s role, Rockwell 
posed a scenario of large rocks and ledge as not being covered 
by the contract and the potential need to instruct the contractor 
on a course of action should those elements be encountered. 

MOSAC member Marc Sylvia asked if there is 
a threshold amount of money that should trigger greater 
involvement of the commission beyond what the project 
manager should decide. 

“We specifically said in the RFR that you don’t have to 
move ledge because it costs a lot of money, but if they hit ledge 


..”” said Rockwell, noting that ledge is not subject to frost heaves. 


“If you want to put a dollar limit on that motion, that would be 
fine.” 

Visiting the site, Rockwell and Ewing borrowed some 
surveying equipment, and Rockwell said the measurements of 
the planned retaining wall met his estimations plus or minus a 
foot.

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In order, the clearing out of the bike path needs to 
be done first, according to Rockwell. “Otherwise, they would 
have an unfair advantage in bidding this out. You can’t do the 
retaining wall project until the other portion of the project in that 
area is complete,” he said. 

MOSAC would like to pay a per-yard price for fill to 
complete the 2,700-long trench to be topped with gravel. 

Ewing asked about the possibility of a visit from the 
Marion Department of Public Works to a MOSAC meeting. 
Rockwell said he has met with the DPW twice about the project. 

“If we run out of money at the end ... a couple years 
from now and there’s some spots that are holding water because 
the road is not crowned sufficiently, you'll get a puddle and that 
puddle will get bigger. It will require the addition of some stone 
dust. And somebody’s going to have to cut the grass,” he said. 

Ewing said that is why MOSAC has discussed having 
someone to oversee the entire project. “Is that, again, is that 
a reason we would try to get this with one contractor?” she 
asked. Rockwell said MOSAC does not have the funding for that 
option, but he doesn’t think the project is as complex as road 
construction because it’s gravel, not asphalt. 

Rockwell read resident Carol Molander’s submitted 
question into the record: “What will happen when a tree falls 
on the path? This is town property, the town should maintain 
it, the town approved the path.” He agreed with Molander’s 
contention and noted that MOSAC does not have the capacity to 
remove trees should one fall onto the path. 

Noting the town will eventually have a bike path 
measuring 3.5 miles long, Rockwell added that MOSAC does 
not have the capacity to mow the grass bordering the path.

“We're not a Parks Department,” he said. “I think 
directions have to come from Town Hall about maintenance of 
our open-space amenities.” 

While it’s not pragmatic for MOSAC to have 
maintenance staff because, unlike the Recreation Department, 
open space does not require regularly scheduled grooming. He 
said the matter remains under the Select Board’s purview. 

Resident Shaun Walsh, via the chat function in the 
Zoom meeting, noted that the DPW mows along the Creek Road 
multi-use path and suggested that should apply to the Point 
Road Bike Path. Rockwell agreed but said he cannot speak for 
the DPW. 

“Maybe we can have a Bike Path Friends group, but 
who knows? But I think it’s the town’s responsibility to take 
care - people want to walk and we’re giving them a place to

Seven New Gardens for Sippican 
Marion School Committee

A $26,928 donation from the Marion Institute will 
build seven new gardens at Sippican Elementary School and 
implement the Grow Education Program after a vote to approve 
by the Marion School Committee in a special meeting held via 
Zoom on July 26. 

Chairperson April Nye and members Mary Beauregard 
and Nichole Nye McGaffey heard from Old Rochester Regional 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson on the culmination of a 
six-month partnership with the Marion Institute. 

“Ultimately, the Marion Institute has been awarded 
a grant from the local (Community Preservation Act) funds 
to help rehab our gardens and actually enhance them, and 
then also the Marion Institute has been able to offer some free 
tools regarding the curriculum that supports the program and 
professional development,” explained Nelson. 

The School Committee was reminded of its 2023 
approval of the curriculum as presented by ORR Assistant 
Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Dr. Shari Fedorowicz. 

Citing collaboration with Liz Wiley, executive director 
of the Marion Institute, Nelson said work on the gardens has 
been discussed. Having consulted with Marion Town Counsel 
(KP Law), Nelson said it was determined that the School 
Comimittee’s vote to accept the donation was the best path to get 
the funds into action. 

Nelson said ORR Facilities Director Gene Jones has 
held a preliminary meeting with the facilities lead from the 
Marion Institute to go over the scope of the project and to ensure 
all compliances. The gardens will include a small structure for 
compost and weeding, etc.

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Oppenheimer. Starring Cillian Murphy and Robert 
Downey Jr. Directed by Christopher Nolan. Running 
time: 180 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing in 
theaters. 

Christopher Nolan’s Oppenheimer is a massive 
pot roast of a movie, sliced into edible bits. Most of it is 
top-shelf craftsmanship, except for the back-and-forth 
structure. Certainly a sharper brain than mine could 
tell you why the film hops timelines, goes from color 
to black and white. When Oliver Stone did this sort 
of thing in JFK, it was to convey as much information 
as concisely as possible (given the three-hour running 
time); there were so many moving parts, so many 
talking heads, that Stone’s illustrative, almost free- 
associative approach felt necessary. Here there are 
only talking heads and, from what we’re given here, 

a simple story: Once there was a very smart man who 
did a very bad thing, and ironically was raked over 
the coals for stuff he didn’t even do. Meanwhile, even 
more ironically, he gets medals and handshakes for the 
bad thing. The end. 

There’s one element worthy of unreserved 
praise here, and that’s Robert Downey Jr.’s welcome- 
home performance — his comeback, if you will, from 
his comeback, which kidnapped him into Marvel 
movies for eleven years — as Admiral Lewis Strauss, 
the man who got J. Robert Oppenheimer (Cillian 
Murphy) stripped of his security clearance on the 
grounds that Oppenheimer had Communist leanings. 
History views Strauss unkindly, but Downey makes 
him a smart man with understandable sore spots; he 
imbues Strauss with wit but not an ounce of the smug 
hipness that characterized, say, Tony Stark or some 
of his other roles. For me, the movie changed from 
Oppenheimer to Strauss whenever Downey showed up, 
his upper lip drawn down in umbrage. Downey and 
Nolan must have understood that a cardboard anti- 
commie villain wouldn’t do. 

As for Cillian Murphy, I'd like to say that 
he shoulders this whole ungainly thing and holds 
it all together, but aside from an accent that sounds 
at times eerily like Robin Williams in serious mode, 
Murphy’s Oppenheimer seems purposely blank. It’s 
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nothing that Murphy does or doesn’t do. It’s that this 
Oppenheimer has been hollowed out. We empathize 
with his wife Kitty (Emily Blunt) and lover Jean 
(Florence Pugh), who are always chastising him for 

one thing or another. Oppenheimer is reduced to visual 
iconography — the straight-brim fedora, the dark suits, 
the cigarette or pipe. Early on, we see Oppenheimer 
spike a contemptuous professor’s apple with cyanide 
(the plot is a failure). He mentions it later on, but if any 
linkage is intended to his complicity in developing the 
ultimate death-dealer, it’s certainly kept quiet. Murphy 
recedes into himself, enacting the self-abasing emotions 
of a martyr, and the movie slips from his fingers into 
the robust hands of Downey, or Blunt or Pugh or Matt 
Damon. 

Anyway, Oppenheimer delivers the bomb. It 
becomes urgent to get the bomb before the Nazis do 
—an army that carries the bomb before it is invincible, 
as old Marcus Brody might say. “Does it work?” is an 
existential question, since one of the possible events 
if it doesn’t work properly is, oh nothing bad, just the 
annihilation of the planet. But it works, and thereafter 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki are knocked off the board. 
“Compartmentalize,” goes a refrain from Damon’s 
General Groves, and Oppenheimer has to keep his 
science and his morals in different boxes. As Tom 
Lehrer sang of Wernher von Braun’s ethos, “Once the 
rockets are up, who cares where they come down? 
That’s not my department.” That verse speaks more 
mordantly, and God knows more concisely, about 
the paradox of Oppenheimer than this whole solidly 
built but pompously designed edifice does. Does 
Oppenheimer care where they come down? (Does 
Nolan?) He says he does, but does he really care about 
anything other than physics, his passion for which 
is also given short shrift? Given the two icons in this 
summer’s Barbenheimer event, I know which one 
seems more plastic and less human.

Farmers Market coupons are available and can be used 
at any participating Farmers Market in Massachusetts. Each 
community’s Council on Aging has coupons for their residents. 
Call your local COA: Mattapoisett, 508-758-4110; Marion, 508- 
748-3570; Rochester, 508-763-8723; or you may learn of the 
nearest availability by calling Coastline Services Nutrition at 
508-999-6400. To be eligible to receive Senior Farmers Market 
Coupons, you must be: 60 years of age or older or disabled 
and living in senior housing, or your income must be lower 
than the established income limits. What can you buy with the 
coupons? You can use your coupons to buy fresh, locally grown 
fruits and vegetables, and fresh-cut herbs. Seniors can also use 
their coupons to buy honey. Other items available for sale at 
the market cannot be purchased with farmers market coupons. 
Fruit and vegetable choices may differ from market to market 
and at different times during the season. Not every market will 
have the same items. A list of local farmers markets are available 
when you receive your coupons. Coupons expire October 31.
